—German air r a i d e r s 
swarmed in on British ship- 
ping and inland objectives 
today while the admiralty 
announced that a fast Nazi 
torpedo boat last night had

land's Portland naval base. 


The Meknes was carrying 1,300 


French officers and men home to 
. France for repatriation, 
the ad- 


miralty said, and it U feared 300 


• of them were lost. 


Passengers and crow were given 


five minutes to take to the life- 
boats. 


Tht British Press association said 
It understood the Meknes had been 
guaranteed safe passage by the 
Germans. 


One group of 950 survivors, 15 of 
them seriously injured, were land- 
ed at a south coast port this after- 
noon. 


Early today about 80 Nazi planes 


swooped down upon one merchant 
convoy off the southeast coast, in- 
viting a battle which a British wit- 
ness said made the air "alivo with 
aircraft."

resumed the attack later and were 
reported over another area on the 
southeast coast.

The extracted chem- 
lonl elements shown by Professor 
Wilson included sugar, syrup, cellu- 
lose, starch, by-product cattle feed 
end sweet potato in stabilized form. 


In a review of the present eco- 


nomical system of the world and 
especially that of the South, Pro- 
fessor Wilson pointed out that cot- 
ton is rapidly being replaced as a 
commercial crop by the almost uni- 
Aversal use of synthetic products. If

Is to survive it must turn to some 
nther agricultural crop, he aid, and 
clue to its chemical compound, the 
Eweet potato is the answer.

Bichland, has recognized the need 
of this practice and has establish- 
ed a partial cover of little blue- 
stem grass on a 54-foot wide strip. 
On Feb. 16, 1940, Mr. Pearce plant- 
ed a strip of land In little blue- 
stem seed. There was a cover of 
oats on the ground, planted sever- 
al months prior to serve as u 
nurse crop for the little bluestem 
seed. 
The bluestem seed

sown by hand, a the rate of 20 
pounds 
per 
acre, 
and covered 


lightly with a section harrow. The 
oats and weeds have been clipped 
off three times and at th« present 
time the meadow grass Is from 
three to ten inches tall with from 
one to four stems to the plant. It

tmjuare foot which after two years 
should be sufficient cover. 
Not only does little bluestem 
grass serve as permanent vegeta- 
tion in strips to conserv* soil and 
moisture, but. makes an excellent 
hay crop, producing from one to 
two tons of. hay per acre in favor- 
able years. 
Little expense .is in- 
curred to produce a hay crop

However, you can help to 
disguise the shape of your nails 
by using a very light polish—and 
if you are very adept at applying 
it, a heavier coating through the 
center will flatten the appearance 
of the nail. Also, let the 
sides 
grow out straight, and have only a 
slight curve at the tips. You are 
right In not wearing the nails too 
long—they should come out to cov- 
er the tip of the finger, but, aa I 
suggested, not filed in at the sides.

gardens on 
Texas 
farms 
and 


ranches this year than ever be- 
fore. 


Figures compiled as of June 25 


by county AAA offices and county 
home demonstration 
agents 
for 
Jennie Camp, specialist in home 
production planning for the A. and 
M. College Extension Service, re- 
veal that 80,616 home gardens in 
these 49 counties will qualify for 
soil building payments under the 
1940 agricultural conservation pro- 
gram. The number varies from 100 
in Lynn county 
on 
the 
South 


Plains to 4,767 in Navarro -county 
in the Central Texas blacklands, 
with an average of 1,841 gardens 
for these 49 counties, 


"If each of these gardens Is the 


minimum size of one-half 
acre 
and the vegetables are planted in 
rows three feet apart, then the 
total number of feet in these 80.616 
gardens would be 585,272,160. This 
would measure 110,847 
miles 
or 


four and one-half times 
around 


the earth at the equator.
